A 
portion of the letter will be of 
interest to all who contributed to 
the shipment. 

“November = greetings from 
Crossnore! And thank you so much 
for the three boxes which you sent 
us by freigt. We are so glad to 
have all these things you sent us. 
We do need all kinds of clothing 
and supplies for our school and we 
are so grateful to you for remem- 
bering us, 

Our grocery bills are higher this 
vear than last, because we do not 
have enough clothes to trade for 
food and so we must buy a large 
part of the groceries with cash. 
Since the two floods we had in 
August, our nearby neighbors 
have no produce to bring us. And 
we have more than 200 to feed 
and so it has increased the cost of 
living. If we have a large supply 
of clothes on hand those further 
away whose gardens have not been 
destroyed will hear about it and 
will bring produce, to buy from 
the supply of clothes. So beg ev- 
erybody to send us all they can 
find and don’t forget the scholar- 
ships and money gifts.”

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The Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Olesen 


Dear Folks. No matter how eld 
you get, you always find some- 
thing new. 

What I had in mind was this— 
that the Mexican bean beetle does 
not bother soybeans. Of course 
I’ve known for a long time that 
the soybeans were being devel- 
oped as a human food az well aa a 
cattle food, but it was the first 
time I had ever known that the 
Mexican bean beetle disliked this 
particular member of the garden 
family. 

Bill Lachman asked me one day 
last summer why I never tried 
soybeans in my garden, or never 
suggested them to you folks. I 
didn’t give the idea much thought 
until I found out about the bean 
beetle idea. 

According to authorities, soy- 
beans re&fly make wonderful food. 
They have little or no starch, but 
are very high in protein and cal- 
cium, and they can be used as 
green beans or can be dried and 
boiled or baked as you would 
limas, etc. 

In using them as green beans, 
they tell me that you have diffi- 
culty in geting the beans out of 
the pod unless you blanch them. 
This is done by simply putting 


them in a pan and pouring boiling . | 


water on them. In just a minute 
or two they’ll pop right out of the 
shell. Without this blanching, it 
would be somewhat of a job to get 
a good mess for dinner. | 

In studying up on this soybean : 
idea, I was quite surprised at the 
unusual things for which soy-| 
beans are used. The dried beans 
are even used for coffee substi | 
tutes and of course soybean oil | 
has numerous uses in the indus- 
trial field. 


I got hold of a bulletin on a 
study of: soybean varieties with 
reference to use as food. This was 
done out in Illinois and the exper- 
imental work has ‘extended over: 
several years. They tested out as 
many as 450 varieties, and: like 
other vegetables the taste and 
exture vary considerably with the 
variety. 

They finally selected six varie- 
ties as having special merit, and 
according to the author of the 
bulletin any of these might be 
acceptable for table use. The six 
varieties which they listed are 
Funk Delicious, Hokkaido, Imper- 
ial, Jogun, Willomi, and F. P. I. 


97115. That last one simply hasn’t ; 


been given a popular name. In 
fact most of the varieties still go 
by numbers. But any one of these 
six is very good when it comes 
to palatability and they likewise 
have very good field scores. *By 
that they mean principally good 
yields. 

So I guess next year you’H see 
yours truly trying out a few soy- 
beans. I’m certainly willing to try 
anything that can stand up in the 
face of an attack of those blank- 
ety blank Mexican bean beetles.
